VIL The Serjeant Trumpet , and: Thirty Six» Frum More , 
whereof Sixteen are His MAJESTIES, the other. the Duke. of 
YORXK's: The Serjeant Trumpet wearing not only a Scart of the 
Lord Mayors Colours, allowed by his Lordſhip as his Fee, but alſo 
another ot the Companies Colours. 

VIII. The Drum Major to His, Majeſty , wearing a Scarf of the 
Companies Colours croſs his ſhoulderss Four more of His Mayeſtics 
Drums ard F:tcs attend the Service , alfo Seven other Drums and wo 
Fifes more, cach of them (except His Majeſties Servants) are hahited 
in Buff-cotourcd Dovublets, Black Breeches, and Scarfs about their waſts.

Divers other Penſioners, in green Gowns, red Sleeves and 
Caps, cach of them carrying a Javeliii inthe one hand and a Taryer in 
the other, whereon is painted the Coat Armour of their Benefattors. = 


Being rhus Ordered: 


They are Þyithe Foot Mazihal divided into ſeveral Diviſions; arid 
ranked out by twoand two, beginning with the Penſioners in Gowns , 
and in the Front of them placing the Companies' Enſigns,, four Drums 
and one Fife, which is the loweſt and moſt inferiour Divilion. 

In the Rere of them fall in four Drums. and one Fife, after them 
the ſzveral Penſioners in Coats, bearing ſeveral Bangers and Standards ; —_m 
after them four Trumpets; after the Supporters and Creſt Enlighs of 
the Company, ſix Gentlemen Uſhers, after them the Budg Batchelors, 
which conclude the next Diviſion. will 

In the Rere of theſe fall ſix Trumpets; after them two Gentlemen, 
bearing two Banners, the one of the Cities, the other of the Com- 
panies Arms; after them follow eight. Gentlemen Uſhers, and then the 
Foyns Batchelors, which make up another Diviſion. bo 

After them two Gentlemen Uſhers hearing two Banners ; after them 
ten Gentlemen Uſhers, habited as is ſet down before ; and after them 

«the Livery. | 

In the Rere of theſe fall other of the Gity Trumpets, and after them | 
two Gentlemen bearing the Banners of the City and ihy Lord Mayor, 
and ther: the Gentlemen and-the Court of Aſſiſtants. ; theſe conch:de 
that'Divikon. p70? 

In the Rere of them fall in four Drums and'fax Trumpets. after _ 
them three other Gentlemen bearing-the Kings, Queens, and Cities 
Banners; and after them four Gentlemen Uſhers; to follow them are 
appointed four Pages; and after them the Maſter and Wardens; which 
conclude all the Diviſions. | | 

In this Equipage they March from Merchant Taylor's-Hall to his 
Lordſhips' Houſe, beginning with the Penſioners, until the Marſhal 
comes, and makes a halt at the Gate, 'till ſuch time the Lord Mayor 7 


and Aktermen are mounted.

| Which being gone, the whole Bady.movye towards Gmild-Hall, and 
at Cuald-Hall Gate the.new Lord 'Mayat joyneth: with. the ald' Lotd 
Maycr and his Attendants: So'all of them march through Kng-freec 
down to Three-Craxe Wharf, and then the Lord Mayor and Alder- 
men, and their Attendance, .at the Weſt end: of the'{aid Wharf take 
their Barge; the Court of Aſſiſtants, the Livery, and the Gentlemen 
Uſhers take Barge at the Eaſt, end. The Budge Batchelors and Foyns 
Batchelors, repair to places of refreſhment- | 

The Lord Mayors, the Merchant Taylors, and the ſeveral Compa- 
nies Barges haſten to Weſtminſter, and by the way his-Lordihip is 
ſaluted with ſeveral great Guns. His Lorditip 2t:d rheAldermen, &c. 
having a Lane, made for them (after their Landing) paſs on to Weſtmin- 
fter-ball, where his: Lordſbip is Sworn; ard after. having ſeal'd ſome 
Writs, ard perform'd ſome charitable Offices, he takes leave of the 
Lords and Barons of the Exchequer, &c. andreturns with the ſeveral 
Companies to his and their Barges.. 

His Lordſhip with the Companies that went with him to Weftr infter 
Laxd at Black Fryers, where his Lordſhip is ſaluted with three Vo:!'es 
from the honourable eArtilery-C ompany; after which the eAri:he: y- 
Company lead the way along by the Fleet Ditch, and fo up" Lndgate bil, 
through Paul's Church-yard and Cheapſde into King-fireety being roliowed 
by the ſeveral Companies, Batchelors and Penſioners, whdb are ordered 
and led by the Foot Marſhal; in the Reer of whem follows my Lord 
Mayor, the Court of Aldermen , and Sheriffs. In Kirg-ſtreer the 
eArtillery-Company make a. Lane for his Lordſhip, - &t. to paſs to 
Guild-hall, (the ſeveral Companies doing the ſame as they come to their 
reſpective ſtands). and when his Lordſhip-is paſt; they cloſe and march 
to Guild-hall yard where they give his Lordſhip three mare Vollies , and 
from thence march the next way to the eArnilery Ground, the ſeveral 
Companies repairing to their reſpettive Halls, where are provided 
very ſplendid and coſtly Dinners for their Entertamments.
